,> forms and corruptions of priestly prescription. 
The friends of liberty in Ita’'y, made it their 
aim to circulate the Bible, and religious 
tracts amongst the people. This awakened within 
tsely bosoms, a sense of the rights of conscience, 
a longing for civil liberty, and the restoration of 
Italian nationality. The revolution has been sup- 
pressed, but the spirit of the people is not extin- 
guished. The Italian mind has lost its reverence 
for the Papacy, as a thing hallowed and intangible. 
Thoughts have been started, which will continue 
to work. A taste of independence has been gained, 
and which now lives as a tormenting sense of want, 


and harmony with the sister church, and thus faci-

This hoary-headed mountain, after reposing for 
years in almost unbroken slumbers, save his low 
breathing to show that he was not dead, nor the 
subterranean fires gone gut down in his fathomless 
bosom, has at length awoke, and is belching forth 
his fiery streams.
